IVo years and a-hal£ ago, when the 
road toils were restored, the leader of 

-the.present Governnieufc rose and iu- 
^ignantly protested against the re-im- 
position as unjust in princii)le nnd prac- 
tice. Wlieu tlio measuro came to a 
veto it was opposed by the three Cari- 
boo Biembcrs, and t-WO or three others 
o£ the then opposition. In 187 7, when 
Mr. Davie accepted office, he was op- 
posed by Mr. George Cowaiu In his 
address to the electors on that occasion 
Mr. Cowan pleilgod himself to the 
abolition of the road tolk Mr. Wal- 
kem supported ISlr. Cowan, Vfho was 
returned. Both gentlemen sat in the 
House last spring without opening 
their mouths on the subject or making 
an effort to carry out their pledge to 
lift the tolls. lu tlie recent canvass 
for the general election at Cariboo the 
successful members for that District 
were pledged to the abolition of the 

' T(^-tolls. We understand the success- 
ful i&ndidates inLillooet were similarly 
pledged. In Victoria City four can- 
ilidates pledged tliemsolvos to the aboli- 
tion of dual taxation within the limits 

' of municipalities. They were all elect- 
ed. Now mark the sequel: The Gov- 
ernment have given notice of a Bill to 
abolisli taxation in accordance with tlio 
pledge of the City members. But what 
have tlioy done witli the road-tolls '( A 
Bill was yesterday introduced to double 
tlio rate of toll now levied from Yale 
to Clinton. The rate has heretofore 
been half-a-cent per pound between 
those points. It will now be in- 
creased to one cent ! It is difficult 

.to understand on any other ground 
than that of political spite why the 
people of Yale and part of Lillooot 
District, who only use the road for one- 
third of its entire length, should be re- 
quired to pay as heavy a toll as those 
who use the whole road. Under the 
original Act there was a sliding scale of 
rates ; but the new Act recognizes no 
distinction. Then, again, the people of 
Cariboo and of the interior generally 
will be puzzled to know why ta-xcs 
should be lifted in one part of the 
Province and increased in another 1 
Why the pledges of the City members 
are respected and deferred to, wliilst 
those of the members for Cariboo and 
Lillooet are set aside as too insignifi- 
cant for consideration ? Why the gen- 
tlemen whoj vigorously opposed road- 
tolls in 1876 propose to double them 
in 1878? 

A SrZOZAL VAZ OXT OSZITBSS. 



An important measure was intro- 
duced by Hon. Mr. WAtKEJi yesterday. 
The preamble recites the notorious fact 
that large numbers of Chinese evade 
the payment of taxes by reason of ex- 
isting Acts not being applicable to the 
collection of taxes from Chinese ; aiid 
the Act requires that " every Chinese 
person shall take out a licen.se every 
six months, for which he shall pay tlie 
■'sum' of $30, in advance." Collectors 
will be appointed to receive the tax, 
and all employers of Chinese labor shall 
furnish a list of the Chinese in his em- 
,^pl(qr when required. Any Chinese per- 
•aon who shall not have La his possession 
a'Hcense lawfully issued to him, and 
any person who shall employ any Chi- 
nese person who has not in his possess- 
ion a license lawfully is.sued to him, 
shall be fined not exceeding §100. Ev- 
ery employer of a Chinese person shall 
demand from every such person his 
half yearly license, and shall retain the 
'came in his possession during the time 
such person is in his employ. Every Chi- 
nese person who fails to take out the 
said half-yearly license shall be liable to 
perform labor on pulilic roads and 
works in lieu thereof. The cost of 
food, five per cent, of- the wages of the 
overseer, and five per cent on the 
amount of the half-yearly license for 
cost of wear and tear of tools, shall be 
added to the half-yearly sum of §30, 
and shall bo deemed to be payable by 
evevy Chinese person performing sucli 
labor in addition to the amount of his 
half-yearly license. A day's labor is 
made equivalent to — cent.s. On tlie 
completion of the necessary amount of 
work the over.seer Khali give to each 
Chinese person performing the .same 
a license for the half-year. Refusal or 
neglect to perform penal labor will in- 
volve a penalty of two days' labor for 
every day in default; or in default 
thereof the Chinese person .so de- 
faulting may be imprisoned at hard 
labor for any term not exceeding 
six months, on conviction in a summary 
way before any Justice of the Peace ; 
and any person obstructing others in 
the performance of their duties may, on 
conviction, be imprisoned with hard 
labor for a period not exceeding six 
months. Finally, no Chinese person 
will be allowed to pass through the 
tollgate in tlie direction of Cariboo and 
Cassiar respectively, until he shall have 
produced a legally issued licensa We 
shall discuss tlio principle of the Bill 
to-morrow. 



ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 



Hon. Mb. Walkesc laid before the 
House yesterday a Bill entitled "An Act 
to make further provision for the Ad- 
ministration of Justice." The measure 
makes it lawful for the Governor- 
General of Canada to appoint two tit 
and proper persons, being ban-isters of 
not less than ten years standing and 
having been in actual practice for ten 
yeans, to bo judges of the Supreme 
Court of British Columbia in addition 
to the present bench of J udge.s. Upon 
the appointment of such Judges every 
County Court in the Province shall be 
presided over by a Judge of the 
Supreme Court All ajjpeals from a 
decision of the County Court shall be 
heard by at least two Supreme Court 



Judge^'and upon the appointment of 
the two Judges above referred to the 
"County Courts Amendment Ordin- 
ance, 1870," shall ceaso to bo in force. 
It is made lawful for the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of British Columbia, or 
any four of them, to frame the necessary 
rules of orders. The Bill has one im- 
portant defect Tlie selection of the 
two Judges is not limited to members 
of the local Bar. This dofoet should be 
remedied, even at the risk of the Bill 
being disallowed at Ottawa. The jKirty 
whoso war-ciy has always been "Briti.sh 
Columbia for British Columbians" is 
now in power. Tiioy ought to reduce 
their principles to practice.

A friend of mine has re- 
marked .that he once saw a good thing 
in the Standard — a mutton-chop. But 
" Old Nuts " is the first jiorson who 
over remarked tliat he could thrive on 
Beaver Lake water. How large a de-

LUCAK, Ont, July 18.— Robert O'- 
Neill, a farmer on the 1 Ith Concession 
of London to^wnship, five miles from 
Lucan, while standing in his barn dur- 
ing a thunder storm to-day was struck 
dead by the lightning, and the buildings 
were set fire to and burned to the 
ground. 

Aylmer, July 18. — About noon to- 
day a violent thunder storm passed over 
this place, and during its progi-ess a 
young man named Vansickle, who was 
lying under a shock of wlieat on Rand- 
all Cline's place to protect himself from 
the storm, was struck by lightning and 
instantly killed. 

Brome, July 19. — Last evening while 
Mr. C. H. Smith, manager of tho Smith 
Organ Comjiany, was driving in com- 
pany with a young lady, liis horse took 
fright and ran away, throwing them 
both out. Tlio young lady escaped un- 
hurt, but jVIr. Smitli was ijeriously if 
not fatally injured. 

Dorchester, N. B., July 18. — The 
trial of tho Osborne family for 'the mur- 
der of Timothy McCarthy commenced 
this morning. The prisoners preserved 
the same look of unconcern. Contrary 
to general expectation the jury was 
obtained from tho original jiane!, and 
fair progress was made during the day. 
The case will certainly take several 
weeks. AV. H. Tuck and D. L. Han- 
ington appear for the prosecution; A. 
L. Palmer, C. H. Halstead, and W. J. 
Gilbert for the defence. The evidence 
to-day disclosed nothing new. 

Watertown", N. Y., July 15. — Peter 
Bresnham, now confined in Canton, N. 
Y., gaol for the murder of Daulthier, 
last spring, and who is to be hung on 
26th inst, confessed his crime on July 
9tii. He has since made a .supplemental 
confession, stating that he committed 
three murders previous to that of Daul- 
thier's. The first was an Indian who 
claimed'the undisputed right to hunt 
where he was operating. In 1858 he 
killed a Scotchman named Duncan Mc- 
Cameron, ynth whom he was buying 
furs near Big Opongo Lake, Canada. 
In 18G1 he killed jMicliael Crowley on 
Shad Lake near Bonnechcrc Point, Can- 
ada. Crowley was supposed to have 
money. He killed McCameron because 
they had trouble about the division of 
the stock of furs, He also confessed 
other minor crimes. 

The long list of drowning accidents 
in the bay already chronicled this sea- 
son was further enlarged yesterday by 
the loss of two promising young men. 
In tlie forenoon the news spread over 
the city that Albert P. Howland, old- 
est son of Mr. Frederick P. Howland, 
of Lampton Mills, and nephew of tho 
Hon. W. P. Howland, had been drown- 
ed between six and seven in the morn- 
ing, (ibout nine o'clock at night in- 
formation reached the city that Williain 
S. Griffin, pastor of the First Methodist 
Ciiurch, ilamilton, had been drowned 
near the Eastern Gap about eight 
o'clock. Both had been in lia thing. — 
Toronto Glohe.

EMPLOY'ilENT OF I'RISONEKS. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tho second 
reading of a Bill to provide for tho em- 
ploj'iuont of prisoners outside tho walls of 
cominou gaols. Tho hou mover said it 
had always been a moot question wlietlier 
tho Government liad any right to take 
prisoners from tho coiuuiori gaols and em- 
ploy them on the streets or elsowhere, and 
whether tho constables or guards in 
charge liad tlio right to take harsh mea- 
sures for tho arrest of any ono of tho pri- 
soners so employed in tho event of any 
attempted escape. Tho Bill ho had the 
honor to introduce would make tho neces- 
sary provisions to reiuovo these doubts. 

The Bill was thon read ' a second time 
and committed, Mr. Drummond in the 
Chair. 

Clause 1. The Lioiiteiiant-Governor in 
Council ni.iy, from tiiuo to time, direct or 
authorize the employment upon any spe- 
cific work or duty, boyond the limits of 
any common gaol, of any prisoner who, 
after a prior sentence of imprisonmeut for 
any breach of any law of Canada or of any 
Province of Canada, is sentenced to bo 
imprisoned with hard labor in sucli gaol 
under the autliority of any statute of 
Britisli Columbia, or for the breacli of the 
by-law of any niunicip;!! corporation in 
tliis Province. 

Mr. Wilson asked wliat was the mean- 
ing of tho term " specific work?" He un- 
derstood that tho chaiiigang, consisting of 
some 30 prisoners, daily visited his honor 
tho Lioutoniuit-Goveriior. Did tlioy go 
thore to pay their respects to him or did 
he require 30 men to look after his 
grounds') 

Hon. ilr. Walkoiu o.xplainod tluit mly 
six out of tho 30 prisoners visited Gov- 
emmont House twice a week to keep the 
(lowers and garden, wliich are public prop- 
erty, in proper ord«r. Tlie remainder of 
tho gang were employed in constructing a 
road to tlio public scliools, to wliich no 
doubt tlie bon. gentleman would object, 
being a school truatoo, rLaughter.) 

Mr. Vernon said that the dauso virtual- 
ly took tho control of tho chaiiigang out 
of the liauds of tho Lands .vud Works De- 
partment and placed it in the hands of the 
executivo. Would an order in council be 
required for every day's work they might 
do( 

Mr. J. W. Williams hoped tlio chain- 
gang would bo employed in making roads 
to tho hospital and other public buildings 
and that tlieir labor would not be utilized 
for tlie benefit of private iiuUviduals. He 
alluded to the repairs to a road in front of 
tho late Sir James Douglas' property. 

Hon. Mr. Wulkem said hu was glad to 
hear the hon. member's suggestion; but 
he was prepared to go further and would 
express a hope that the day was not far 
distant when the disgrace of parading a 
cliaingaiig through tho streets woi^d be 
abolished. 

Tlio clause passed. 

Clauso~2. Kvery sucli prisoner shall, 
during such omployuient, be subject to all 
tho rules, regulations, and discipline of 
tho g.aol so far as applicable, and to any 
regulations made by tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Council under the first section of 
the Act of Canada, passed in tho fortieth 
year of Her Majesty's reign, chapter 
thirty-six, for preventing escapes and pre- 
sorviiig discipline. 

Mr. Evans said ho \mnted tho clause 
amended so that Chinoao prisoners should 
have their tails cut off. The white men 
had the hair of thoii'l heads shaved off, 
but the Cliiiiainonl?rent untouched. (Hear, 
hear and laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the Executive 
had power to forniulato prison regulations 
llnd the prison authorities would be seen 
about the matter. (Hear. ) 

Tlio clause passed. 

Clause 3. No such prisoner shall be so 
employed save under tho strictest care 
and supervision of officers appointed to 
that duty. 

Mr. AbraniB asked if a constable could 
be considered a proper officer to appoint ! 

Hon Mr. 'Vyiilkem said yes, if the con- 
stable had been properly sworn in and re- 
ceived iiLstructions. 

Tho clause passed. 

Clause 4. Every street, highway or pub- 
lic tlioroughfaro of any kind along or 
across which prisoners may jiaas in going 
to or returning from their work, and 
every place where thoy may be employed 
uiuler this .\ct, shall, while so used, bo 
considered .a portion of the gaol for the 
pm-jHjses of this Act so far as the legisla- 
tive authority extends in this beh.alf. 

Tho clause passed without discu.ssion 
and tho Bill was reported complete with- 
out ainendnients. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNT.S. 

Hon. Mr. Bcavon movod that the pub- 
lic accounts to date bo referred to tlie 
standing committee on public accounts. 

Mr. Smithe said the motion was out of 
order as tho accounts had not yet been 
placed before the House. 

Mr. Ash — Certainly; it is most irregu- 
lar. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that the request 
had only been made in order to expedite 
the business of tho House. The Govern- 
ment were not in a position to bring down 
the accounts for some time. 

Mr. Smithe said he saw no good reason 
for violating a rule that had long, been ob- 
served, and contended that tho motion 
was out of orderi Ho had no desire to 
retard the business of tho country and if 
tho leader of tho Government would move 
a suspension of the standing orders so that 
the motion to refer tho accounts could be 
put by Mr. Speaker, although they wore 
not yet before tho House, ho would have 
no objection. 

IVIr. Mara said it was a dangerous pre- 
cedent to establish and was unnocossary, 
as tho leader of the Government had stat- 
ed the committee wore at liberty t(j go to 
tho Treasury and examine all accounts to 
date. 

After further discussion the standing 
orders wore suspended and the motion was 
carried without opposition. 

In reply to Mr. Smithe, the loader of 
tho GovoiTiment said he was not in a posi- 
tion to state when the railw.ay papers 
alluded to in the Speech would bo laid 
before the House. 

In reply to Mr. Mara, lion. Mr. Walkem 
said that the estimates could not possibly 
he laid before the House until after the 
tax bills introduced had boeri dealt with 
by tho House. 

On motion of Mr. Ash the Houso then 
adjourned till Monday next at 2 p.m.

Blrtlis, Soaths and Ifarrlagea. 

The fifth annuid report of tho registrar 
of births, deaths and marriages shows that 
during tho year 1877 there were 193 birtlis, 
of which 103 were males and 90 females, 
amongst them being three pairs of twins. 
Victoria City heads the list with 108 out 
of the total and Nanaimo conies next with 
44, Cariboo next with 15 and New West- 
minster next with only 11. The decrease 
as compared with 1870 is 43. The total 
number of deaths registered was 98, of 
which 73 were males and 25 females. Tho 
principal contributors to tho tomb were, 
Victoria 42, Nanaimo 24 and Now Wost- 
minster 12. As compared with tho pre- 
vious twelve months 1877 shows a gratify- 
ing decrease of deaths of 32. There wero 
96 marriages registered during the year 
reported on, 04 in this city, 12 in Nanai- 
mo and 13 in New ^^'estminstor, the 
remaining ones in tho interior. A.I was tho 
case with the cradle and tho tomb, so it 
was with the altar — docreaso is shown. In 
1870 there were 141 marriages; in 1877 
only 95. Tho Registrar-General makes 
some valuable suggestions in his report 
calculated to socuro greater efficiency in 
the operation of the Act.

Orlerla of Diphtheria. 

According to Dr. E. R. Maxaou, diph- 
theria is believed to have originated in 
Egypt more than 2,000 years ago. It pre- 
vailed in Egypt and Asia Minor, to which 
it extended, during tho first five hundred 
years, and hence was early called Egyptian 
or Syriao disease. Having invaded Europe, 
tho disease appeared at Rome, A. D. 330; 
and being akin to tho plaguo, of which it 
may bo a reiuoto modification, having had 
tho samo origin, with some other similar 
characteristics, and being like it and m.alig- 
nant typhus, liighly contagious, the dis- 
ease, in its fifteen hundred years' transit 
on tho continent' of - Europe affected 
mainly rural districts . and garrisoned 
towns. It had extended to Holland, in 
which it was opidemic, in 1337; to Paris, 
in 1870; and appeared in America in 1771 ; 
having prevailed more extensively in 
Franco in 1818 and 1835, and in England 
and tho United States from 1850 to 18G0, 
and more or less since. In both city and 
country moro cases have occurred, other 
things being equal, in warm autumnal and 
winter woatliora in damp localities, where 
tho air is almost destitute of ozone, a power- 
ful disinfectant, and being saturated 
with moisture is in a lower negative elec- 
tric st.ato, thus lotting down tho positive 
electrical condition of tho nervous system, 
and correspondingly diminishing vitality, 
in those predisposed to tho disease. Damp 
air, doubtless, by diminiBhing tho cuta- 
neous exlialatioii, and otherwise, may in- 
crease the predisposition' to this as well 
as other kindred diseases.

EUEOPE. 

London, July 31. — Beaconsfield ro- 
jdying to the letter received by Glatl- 
fitono ill the House of Comuious to-day 
says a compilation of tho li.st of oflensivo 
epithots.used by the gentleman would 
require a series over a period of two and 
a half year.s. Beaoonslickl cites ex- 
pressions of Gladstone that lio ( BpaeoiiH- 
field) had degi'adod and debased the 
great name of England; that ho had sold 
tho Greek.s and that lio had been guilty 
of an unsurpassed act of duplicity. 

Cros.s, Home Secretary, replied to 
Gladstone's spcpoli. Ho declared ho did 
not know whether to consider Glad- 
stone an humble follower or a rival of 
Lord Hartingtoii. 

Tho army supplementary ostimuto for 
additional expendituro in consequence 
of tho war between Russia and Turkey 
amounts to 1,515,500 pounds. In tho 
House of Commons, llaytcH, Liberal, 
gave notice of a n>.solution declaring 
this expoiulituro o.\travagiUit and hurd- 
ousoine to tax-payers and ought not to 
be sanctioned by parliament. 

A Vienna dispatch says the whole 
13th army corp.sis now on tho Bosnian 
bank of tho river Save and will advance 
.straight to Serajevo. There it will meet 
about the 15th of August a divLsiou 
from Dalmatia, and then the occupatioy 
will be complete. 

Constantinople, July 31. — ^Tlie Rus- 
sian commi.ssioncf has objected to tlio 
continuation of tlie inquiry of the 
llhodope in.Hurrection as the iii.surgents 
have di.sclosed some agreement between 
themselves and tho Russian commander. 
The Russian commanders tlireatened to 
withdraw if tlio iiupiiry was continued. 
Tho Englisli, French, Italian and Au.s- 
triau ambassadors at Con.stantinoplo 
being consultod rojilicd that the inquiry 
.should continue. The Eu.H.sinn coinmis- 
sionor tlicii withdrew, leaving his drago- 
man to represent him. 

Rome, July 31. — Cardinal Franchini 
received the last sacrament tliis morn- 
ing. 

Berlin, July 31.— -Crown Prince 
Frederick William has ratified the 
treaty of Berlin. Tlie ratification will 
bo exchanged licro on Saturday. 

KissiNOEN, July 31. — Tho Pontifical 
Nuncio arrived here from Munich yes- 
terday and was received several times 
by Bismarck. 

Berlin, July 31. — In the elections 
for members of the Gorman jiarliainent 
yesterday the national liberals 'Wcre 
successful at Hoinburg, jLoipsic and 
Augsburg. A second ballot will be 
necessary at Hanover between Partic- 
ulari.st and Socialist cniididatos, and at 
Munich between tlie National Liberal 
and Clerical candidates. 

London, July 31. — In the House of 
Commons to-day, Styinall, Liberal, mov- 
ed the rejection on the third reading of 
the bill to grant an annuity to tho Duke 
of Connaught. After two hours' debate 
tho motion was rejected by 151 to 133. 



CANADA. 
Ottawa, July 31. — An effort is being 
made to induce Hanlon and Courtney 
to row on the Ottawa river.

EASTERN STATES. 
Omaha, July 31. — Roasona asfiigncd 
by the Union Pacific Co. for doubling 
firstKslass merchandise rates is that they 
want to compel San Francisco mer- 
chants to ship exclusively by rail and 
abandon shipping by water.

A Scene In tho Eorlln Oonereas— . 
Gertsch&koff on HussIe^s 
SacrilLcos. 



At the beginning of yesterday's sitting 

there was a really interesting scene, 
which deserves to be noticed. Prince 
GortschukofT, detained inhis bed by gout 
has not been able to attend the last 
sittinga At yesterday's meeting he 
came in his carriage, which stopped at 
the entrance whence the Prince was 
carried to tho door of the council-room 
where every ono hastciicd around him 
to congratulate him on the ii\storation 
of his health. Soon afterward Prince 
Bisinarck declared tho sitting, opened. 
Prince Gortschakofl' then begged per- 
mission- to speak, and though tho Presi- 
dent exhorted him to be seated, lie rose 
with apparent effort, and, amid profound 
and respectful silence said: "]\lr. Presi- 
dent, your Excellencies: After having 
been kept away for several days from 
your deliberations, I do npt like to re- 
appear jiiriong you without making the 
following remarks, whieli are prompted 
by the love of truth and of my couiitiy. 
During your lato deliberations my 
colleag>'°s (tho Prince hero bowed to- 
vT"" ^ . • . J'Oubril and Count Schouval- 
ofl) ■ a granted you in tho luuno of 
Russia,, concessions far surpassing those 
sho though of making." On hear- 
ing this all tho membors of the Congress 
evinced signs of aiipreiionsion. Tho 
aged Prince spoke with effort, in ii 
trembling voice, holding on to the tabic 
and looking before him with a resolute 
expression, 'and his auditors began to 
wonder whether his words wero not 
the i)erlude to a declaration withdraw- 
iiig the concessions Ru.ssia had made, 
and whether it was not to make this 
declaration that the Prince had braved 
the extreme fatigue imposed on him by 
his presence in the Congress. Happily, 
however, tlio plenipotentaries were 
soon reassured by tho Princo con- 
tinuing : " But I am too well aware 
of the feelings which influenced my 
colleagues to raise any objection to the 
concessions they deemed it their duty 
to make. I merely wisli to state to 
you that it is very well known that 
Rus.sia has made these sacrifices for her 
desire of peace, and that she sjiokc 
truth when declaring, before as well as 
at the end of tho war, that she merely 
stood up on behalf of the Christians of 
tho East, that she had no narrow or' 
selfish aim, and that, having made 
enormous sacrifices in a war in which 
tho cause of Christianity and civiliza- 
tion was alone at stake, .she lias ju.st 
proved herself capable of also making 
sacrifices for the great work of pacifica- 
tion to which you are devoting your 
efforts. I suppose no ono will gainsay 
the glory of our army, which has 
achieved the most brilliant -(^'ctories ; 
but Russia wishes it to bo known that 
.she is desirous of exchanging the lau- 
rels of victory, bought with the most 
precious blood, for the palm of jicace." 

These words were followed by a jtro- 
found silence, due, probably, to tho 
emotion of liii5 auditors ; for the s])ec- 
tacle of the illu.strious old man thus 
exerting his last energip.s to vindicate 
the moral greatness of his country was 
really calculated to touch tho heart. 
After a few moments Lord Beacons- 
field rose and begged to be heard. In 
language which I have heard greatly 
extolled, but of which I have not been 
able to obtain tho exact text, tho Eng- 
lish Premier, with tho varied action pe- 
culiar to him, thus began : " I feel 
sure I shall interpret your sentiments 
in expressing the profound admiration 
I have felt for the language of my no-- 
bio and illustrious friend, and the way 
he has given utterance to tho true sen- 
timent of his country. I am happy to 
think that it is a desire for peace wliich 
has guided the decisions of Russia in 
tho late deliberations. I therefore has- 
ten to acTcnowledge it in the name of 
this -illustrious Congrcs.s, listening to 
ine, and I firmly hope that I shall meet 
with the same sentiment in all itjg de- 
liborations." 

Lord Beaconsfield spoke for severnl 
minutes longer and then sat down, and 
tlic real business of the mooting began 
after this somewhat seiilimeiital inci- 
dent, by which, however, the noble 
Lord produced tlio best jiOSHlblo cU'ect 
on all his auditors. It is said that 
Prince Gortschakofl' will appear at no 
moro sittings of the Congress, and that 
the words of his I have just quoted are 
tho last the Plenipotentiaries will hear 
from him. — Berlin Gorr. London Times.
